the meantime. ‘

It ig understood that there will 
be no attempt to defend Nanning 
ngainst the Cantonese. If the 
Kwangst forces are defeated at 
Kweihsien they .will then retreat 
to Pingiang where a further stand 
will be made, 2: : 
Yesterday a Cantonese aeroplane 
flow over the city but no bombs 
were dropped. The forciyn Con- 
suls have wired to-all foreigners 
in Nanning and vicinity to leave 
the district: for a period of a 
month, but travelling is exceeding- 
ly dangerous owing to the disturb. 
ed conditions and the concensus of 
opinion seems to ‘be that it is 
safer to remain here, especially ag 
there is to be no defence of the, 
city. 
The blockade on the river has

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy appear. 
ed for the Crown, the prisoner. be- 
ing unrepresented. : 

The prisoner: {is charged. with 
murdering Fung Sau-sham,’ on 
board the 5.8. Tanda” whilst the 
vease] wag on the high. sea’ prior 
to reaching Sandakan on. May 5 
It is alleged ‘that the prisoner 
went to the cook’s cabin and, armed 
with a chopper and a knife, hack- 
ed the man to.death, 


Dr. J. T. Smalley, médical. of-, 


ficer of the Kowloon Mortuary’ on 
May 15, gave evidence . of the 
post mortem examination and de 
seribed various wounds ‘which 
deceased's body. 
He bore out evidence given by the 
surgeon ‘of . the Tanda at the pre- 
vious hearing. 

The statement made by ‘the pri- 
soner in answer to the charge waa 


produced. The prisoner told the. 


Police that when he left Towns- 
ville he had in his possession the 
sum of £84, but of this he had lost 
£71 in gambling. He kept his money 
in a bag tied round his waist. On 
the day before’ the crime the de- 
ceased asked him for £10 but pri- 
soner thought he was joking. 
That same night he again met 
the cook who produced a pistol, 
which he pointed at prisoner and 
asked for £50. At that moment 


a passenger was seen -approach-; 


ing and the cook put the pistol 
away, at the same time threaten- 
ing that if the prisoner said any- 


thing about the incident . some-~ 


thing would happen to him, 

‘Committed for Trial. 
Shortly afterwards prisoner 
went to sleep in a corner of the 


hatch but sometime after one: 


o’clock, he opened his eyes and 
felt his hands and legs numbed 
while his head was heavy. He 


‘felt for his money but found it 


was missing. He went to the 


| cook’s cabin, taking a knife and 


chopper with him for his own pro- 
tection, The .cook was lying on 
his bunk awake. When. the pri- 
séner asked the cook’for ‘the re- 
turn of his.money, the Chinese 
put his hand behind him.. Think- 
ing ‘that he was reaching for a 
pistol, prisoner “swung the knife,” 
touching the electric Nght which 
then went out. “I heard the cook 
shouting; after that -I don't re- 
member anything,” 
prisoner in his statement, 


_ The case for the Crown having | 
closed the prisoner added a brief 


statement to what he had already 
said to the Police. He intimated 
that when he went to the cook’s 
cabin the Chinese asked if he had 
gone for the return of his money. 
Prisoner replied in the affirmative, 
and stretched out his hand but 
the enok answered “no; no, never.” 

The prisoner was committed te 
take his trial at the next Coming 
Sessions. 

In reply to the Magistrate, Mr. 
Fitzroy intimated that he would 
be making an application for a 
special Sessions for June 6 when 
the Tanda would be in port.
